The root 
uiakea an excellent tea, spicy nnd fra- 
grant, and has alterative virtues quite as 
good ns tho eatsaparilla. Tho stalks 
have au inner pith that, although tedi- 
ous to extract inaoh of it, when scraped 
out and put into cold water and agitated 
for a Ie\v moments with a spoon forms 
n rnosf, thick aud tenacious mncilage, 
retaining a delicate flavor of the smell 
of the sassafras and is a bland and 
toothing drink in 
fevers, when the 


mouth is dry aud great thirst exists, It 
is frequently retained gratefully when 
plain wnte* is ejected.

It is astonishing how mucilaginous a 


small quantity of this pith makes a 
tumbler ol water, which becomaa thick, 
as gum arable water. A mere teaspoon-
